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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to a letter for patent filed on December 19 th , 2001 in which claims 1- 
373 are presented for examination. Claims 1-373 are pending in the letter. 

Preliminary Amendment 

2. A preliminary amendment has been filed on December 19 th , 2001 in which claims 1-373 
have been canceled and claims 374-734 have bee added. Claims 374-734 are pending in the 
letter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 374-734 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hagen (U.S. 
PGPub No. 2002/0075844). 
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5. As per claims 374, 495, 616 and 663, Hagen teaches a system for use in a communication 
network and comprising: at least one first device; at least one second device; and a 
communication quality ameliorator including: a first interface providing first interaction with 
said at least one first device; and a second interface providing second interaction with said at 
least one second device being required to conduct certain communication only via 
communication quality ameliorator, the interaction including at least BLUETOOTH. 
Communication (see paragraphs 0005, 0007, 0014, 0039, 0042, 0045, 0054, 0057, 0058, 0069, 
0093, 0143, 0145, 0161). 

6. As per claims 375-494, 496-615, 617-662 and 664-734, they are dependent of claims 
374, 495, 616, 663 and contains inventive concept disclose in Hagen disclosure. Therefore, they 
are rejected under the same rationale.
